1. Thle Ag«w:y hae reviewed tt»e revleed vereion of «ie 
C^otingency Plan for U. S. Reactloa to Soviet Placing of a 
Muclear Weapon la Space. We had prerlouely concurred In the 
earlier vereion with conelderable reeervatlone as to our capahl- 
lity to accompllih the required actlone. We prefer the earlier 
vereion. We feel la particular that the second paragra^ on 
page 4 tend* to put the likelihood that we ehould reeort to phyiical 
countermeaeuree too high. Wo hellevo that euch phyelcal counter- 
meae urey ehould only he used ae a laet reeort, elnce euch actton 
could have the moet serious adveree effecta on critical U. S. 
tatelitgeace programs and accordingly on our national security. 

2. While we c<tocur with the revleed paper, we believe 
that our poeltlon should he made clear at tole Hu e so tl^t our 
subsequent views at the time of ultimate decision will not he 
prejudiced by thie concurrence.
